TIIJK STATE BOABD OF ASSESSORS. 


It is an old and trite saying that "the 


best way to repeal an obnoxious law is to 
enforce it." The people believe the act 
creating the Slate Board of Assessors to be 
obaoxio.ua and from tho manner in which 
the State Board is enforcing it they evi- 
dently think with the people, and are in- 
tent on seeming its repeal. 


The act is more oppressive and despotic 


ia its provisions than very many suspected. 
An it is being enforced a County Assessor 
ii as useless an appendage to a county 
government as the fifth wheel would be to 
» wagon. He takes the trouble to travel 
over the county, inspect property and 
assess it at a reasonable valuation for taxa- 
ble purposes. The State Board without 
inquiring into the justice of tho act, and 
without knowledge of the value of the prop 
eity iu a ooucty, increases its valuation 
twenty per oent. Tbis ia simply an out- 
rage sanctioned by law. There is no 
question but what many small property 
holders in tho several counties of Nevada 
are taxed at the full value of their property 
and it ia pure and unadulterated despot- 
ism to make them pay more. Under the 
authority of an act, against the passage ol 
which the people protested, five men, or il 
may be throe men, assume that the County 
Assessor, the man elected by the people to 
do the work, did not faithfully perform bis 
duties and on that assumption raise the 
valuation of every kind of property in the 
county, except money and railroads. 


It may be urged in extenuation of this 


arbitrary action, that if the assessed valn^ 
ation of property ia too high the rate o! 
taxation can be reduced, but really that is 
no excuse whatever, as even in that tven 
many taxpayers will pay more than their 
just proportion of the taxes collected for 
the support of tho State and local govern- 
ments. The railroad assessment in this 
county is reduced about $85,000, while the 
valuation of individual property is in- 
creased $771,000, so that evon if the rate 
is reduced individual property wilt pay 
more proportionately than heretofore. 


The opposition to the act was general 


among the people of the State. It was 
favored only by a few persons, but those 
few controlled the so-called representa- 
tives of the people and secured its passage. 
If tbe men who voted for it were running 
for office to-day, judging by the expres- 
sions of the people, neither partisan preju- 
dice nor purchased votes oould elect them 


INCLOSING FCBLIC LANDS. 


The Promontory Cattle Company ol 


Utah purchased an extensive tract of land 
of the Central Pacific Railroad Company. 
The lands comprised alternate sections 
within the railroad grant. 
The Cattle 


Company attempted to exclude others from 
the use of the public lands—that is the 
alternate sections ownei by the Govern- 
ment—within the railroad g-ant limits. A 
suit resulted ia which the Supremo Court 
of Utah decided the claim of the Cattle 
Company adversely, holding that no indi 
vidual oi1 corporation could monopolize 
the public domain by inclosing it. The 
Court held that the act of Congress of 1885 
prohibiitng the inclosare of public lands 
did not apply to school lands, that is, to 
sections 1C and 30, in Utah. The Interior 
Department if not satisfied -,vith this ooa< 
struction of the law and the Acting Seore 
tary has requested the Attorney Genera), 
if the request is approved by him, to in- 
struct the United States District Attorney 
for Utah to take an appeal from the de- 
cision of the Court and to commence pro- 
ceedings in every case of inclosure of 
school sections by persons not entitled to 
them. 


FARM MORTGAGES. 


The Alliance papora in the East are com 


plaining because the Census Bureau does 
not publish the farm mortgage returns. 
One of those papers, The Great West, pub- 
lishea an interview with an employe in the 
Census Department, whose father is an 
Alliance man in Ohio, in which he is 
quoted as saying that 
Superintendent 


Porter dare not publish the returns of farm 
mortgages. 
He claims that a Cabinet 


meeting has been held on the subject and 
it was decided not to give the returns to 
the public. It is the moat appalling record 
ever disclosed, and it will not be published 
as it reached the Bureau. 
New reports 


are beitg made out and new clerks are 
handling them. In time these doctored 
returns will be given to the eonntry. 


The Great West says there was more 


talk upon the subject and what was told by 
the employe in the Census Office was suf- 
ficient to show that the Government at 
Washington is a nest of corruption breed- 
ing cowards. 


A KEPI RTAMT THIEF. 


Ball & Tower of Boston, as attorneys for 


unknown persons have, paid into the State 
National Bank $18,180 for the "Conscience 
Fond." The attorneys do not know from 
whom the money was received, but it is 
•opposed to have come through the death 
bed confession of somebody who 
had 


robbed the public of that amount. The 
•'Conscience- Fund" was established «x 
press)y for the purpose of giving officials 
who might be stricken by remorse oppor- 
tunity to resto o to the public treasury a 
{tart of all their stealings. It is unneoea 
eary to state that though millions have 
been stolen, the fund has not been in- 
creased to any considerable extent. How- 
ever, the fact that an ex-official occasion- 
ally sends a few thousand dollars to the 
fund indicates that some men who have 
held high positions under the Government 
are not wholly depraved.

BY TELEGRAPH! 


News of Importance From 


Home and Abroad. 


Accidents on the Augusta Victoria. 


Special to the Journal. 


NEW YOBK, October 12.—On the 7th 


instant, on board the Augusta Victoria, 
which arrived in her dock shortly before 
noon to-day, a series of accidents happened 
that crippled many of the passengers. 
The steerage misery wan great. 
The in- 


mates were not allowed on the deck and 
were packed into a dense mass. At every 
larch of the shjp they wore thrown to the 
floor, and frequently in trying to rise as 
the vessel righted, were thrown back and 
not a few received painful injuries. 


On the 8th the storm, which bad been 


raging several days, was at its worst, and 
during the day the main deck was under 
water and many more accidents occurred. 
In the steerage, those who had escaped 
the day before, came iu for their shore and 
fully 30 suffered painful bruises and outs, 
and one or two had their arms dislocated.

other reasons where pupils cannot receive as 
good equipment for life in Continct schools as 
in Government schools.
